The following testimony was sub- 
mitted to the Selectmen by 
Officer James R. Lynch of the po- 
lice force: ‘Mr. Shepard and I 
visited the signal tower at Lowell 
Junction to find out information re- 
zarding. the Station . Protective 
Signal which is located east of the 
Ballardvale. station, as we had 
checked the signal on the arrival 
of the 10:32 and the 11:40 trains 
at the Vale station, and did not see 
the signal light. There were no 
trains on the west-bound track at 
the time. The tower men were not 
sure of the operation of that type 
of light so they called Dover and 
informed them what we had ob- 
served. Dover contacted Michael 
Bell, 22 Marland street, the signal, 
operator who went to the signal 
and checked same. 


“We were present there and 
learned from him that the signal 
was operating correctly. The 
signal did light in a vertical posi- 
tion while a train was in the Bal- 
lardvale station when Mr. Bell 
closed the relay to give the effect 
of another train approaching from 
the west.” 

The following letter has been 
sent to F. W. Rourke, general 
nanager of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad by the board of select- 
men: 

Mr. F. W. Rourke, General Manager 
Boston and Main Railroad 
Boston, Massachusetts. 


Dear Sir: 


Our long list of Andover acci- 
dents, near accidents, and examples 
xf poor railroad operation has 
again been increased, and through 
the vigilance and thoroughness of 
Selectman Shepard and Officer 
Lynch of our Police Department, 
the record seems clear and incon- 
trovertible. 

The report speaks for itself. In 
thirteen months we have called five 
eases to your attention, and I am 
re-listing them in this letter. 

(1.) October 29, 1946 — Miss 
Louise R. Kelsey almost lost her 
life while boarding the 12:05 train 
to Boston. The Rockingham Race 
Special speeded through the An- 
dover Station while a passenger 
train was still in the station, wait- 
ing to take on passengers. NO 
reply was received from you on this 
complaint. 

(2.) Mrs. B. L. McDonald was 
1lmest killed by a shifter, on Marc! 
20, 1947, the shifter entering the 
station while a passenger train was 
loading. You admitted this erro’ 


posed.” 
(3.) On June 10, 1947, a fatal

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(4.) On June 15, 1947, the State 


of Maine. express failed. to. “stop 


clear of. the station,” to use your 
own words. We. are. advised that 


the report made to you is not 


true, and that several passengers 
had been discharged and narrowly 
escaped with their lives. In any 
case the engineer was ‘severely” 
disciplined. 

(5.) On November 28, 1947, at 
the Ballardvale Station, several of 


our citizens narrowly escaped in-|. 


jury and probable loss of life, and 
it is to this near accident that 1] 
referred in my opening paragraph. 
The record is enclosed. 

These five cases are, we firmly 
believe, a combination of careless 
operation and either poor equip- 
ment or. poor inspection. You 
have admitted the human element 
to’ be at fault -in two cases. We 
know that brakes have been un: 
able to stop trains within the prop- 
er distance, and base our assump- 
tion of poor equipment or inspec- 
tion upon this fact. bos 

We feel that an aroused public 
opinion is the only solution to the 
problem. Safety, as you must agree 
1S Of paramount importance. We 
cannot permit this list of cases to 
mount and mount if we have any 
power to avoid it. We intend to 
take every possible step to remedy 
the condition. Preventive steps are 
more necessary than excuses. The 
railroad officials that are respon- 
sible for this condition seem to 
brush the matter aside after slight 
or no consideration of any remedy. 
Some definite action must be taken 
before more of our citizens lose 
their lives.

In 1945 another London 
meeting, sponsored by France anc 
England, set up the organizationa. 
plans. It was only two months 
after Hiroshima; everybody was 
afraid. So the keynote became noi 
rehabilitation but the defense of 
peace. In only 15 days 44 nations 
agreed on an organizational set-up 
Here the speaker wistfully com. 
mented upon how cheering it 
would be if the UN General As- 
sembly could agree on some plan 
in even 10 times 15 days. 

The speaker then sketched 
briefly the parts of UNESCO’s or- 
ganization and their functions. 

In commenting upon the role of 
the United States in UNESCO, Dr. 
Amdur pointed out that we, having 
suffered no devastation, have no 
rehabilitation problem; further- 
more, our economic situation is 
comparatively speaking,-very good. 
These advantages would seem to 
put upon us a great responsibility 
for aiding and supporting UNESCO 
activities; at the same time they 
give us no moral right to dictate 
for it policies contrary to the 
wishes of the majority of its mem- 
ber nations. 

The four main items in 
UNESCO’s program for 1947, as 
adopted at the first general con- 
ference in Paris in 1946, were out- 
lined by the speaker as follows: 

Given top priority, the rehabili- 
tation of educational facilities in 
war-torn countries. 

Second, fundamental education 
projects — to reduce illiteracy. 
Illiteracy and ignorance go to- 
gether. Ignorance tends to foster

suspicion. Suspicion is a threat to 
peace. Moves which help:to lessen 
these tend to strengthen the de- 
fenses of peace. ' 

Third, education, at the highest 
levels, for international under- 
standing: e.g., teacher seminars, 
exchange of teachers, students, re- 
search people. 


Fourth, the Hylean Amazon 
project for study of the problems 
of living in an equatorial forest 
zone. Dr. Amdur called this ‘‘a 
beautiful example of nations 
uniting to do a job of interest to 
them all.’’ 

In commenting on the six-pqajnt 
program recommended to _ the 
American people by our National 
Commission for UNESCO, Dr. 
Amdur urged upon his listeners 
the importance of having UNESCO 
recognized as a people’s organiza- 
tion. He said that as active mem- 
bers in such an organization we 
can, and should, take the initiative 
when we see constructive steps 
that may be taken, rather than 
waiting for our State Department 
to suggest to us how and when to 
act. 

He said that UNESCO is an es- 
sentially important instrument for 
preserving peace. As such, it de- 
serves the interest and support of 
aver citizen who hates war.

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First, the loud raucous colours 
usually associated with it are not 
to be found. Approximately one 
third of the prints are in colour, 
and that colour is subdued and 
blended softly. Also missing are 
the large, phlegmatic figures such 
as one usually associates with 
Mexican art. Such stylized figures 
seem to be diminishing, and in 
prints like ‘‘Men Cutting Logs on 
the River,’’ by Alfredo Zalce, the 
influence of the more fluid Ameri- 
Chu 27i stele ean be seen. Another 
point to nouce is the relative size 
i iho Mavricaa priniu. Many North 
Americans aga ciate Mexican pic- 
tures wiia the large, striking 
murals done by some Mexican ar- 
tists, but the prints on exhibit are 
as small as most of our own draw- 
ings. The artists, however, are 
able to pack as much action and 
feeling into the square foot of 
these smaller drawings as they 
were in the larger canvasses and 
murals. 

All the prints are well worth 
seeing, but some are more impres- 
sive than others. There are two ex- 
cellent lithographs by Charlot, a 
Frenchman, and a_ surrealistic 
piece by him entitled, ‘The 
Builder.’’ This is the only surreal- 
istic print in the whole exhibit; 
obviously the trend in Mexican art 
is back towards nature. There is 
a moving lithograph by Jose 
Orozes, called “Grief, ” a forceful 
study of a head by _ Isodore 
Ocampo, and two rather juvenile 
water-colour stencils by Carlos Me- 
rida, called ‘‘Siesta’’ and ‘‘Native 
Music.’’ Also to be noticed are a 
striking lithograph by Francisco 
Dosamantes, called ‘“‘Women of 
Oaxaca,”’ and a _ black-and-white 
print by Alfredo Zalce called “‘Pot- 
ter Trampling Clay.’’ All the 
prints in the collection are good, 
and well worth an hour’s time to 
look at them.

- ,At ‘a special meeting of the 
1 blood committee of the American 
Red. Cross, Andover chapter, on 
last Friday evening, it was decided 
that the visit of the Blood Bank 
to Andover would not be in Janu- 
ary, as previously announced, but 
that local volunteers would be 
called upon on the 12th and 13th 
of April to donate the much 
needed blood which enables the 
Massachusetts Department of Pub-| 
lic Health to carry on this essen-' 
tial work. - \ 

In connection with the Blood 
Bank coming to Andover, the de- 
cision of the State Department of 
Public Health to provide blood 
and blood products without charge 
to all its citizens solves these 
three major problems: . wr 
1. It makes possible statewide 
coverage, — including adequate 
jupplies of blood for communi- 
ties which do not have blood 
Mabe tees 

2. It makes possible mass pro- 
Tuction and economical production 
of blood fractions — a process so 
sestly when it is done on a limited 
scale that.the fractions are beyond 
the budgets of most patients. 

3. It protects the patient whose 
finances will not permit heavy ex- | 
penditures for transfusions. In pri- | 
vate blood banks, the cost of the 
blood for a single transfusion 
usually ranges somewhere be-| 
tween $25 and $60. Since most pa-| 
tients require several transfusions 
(some need as many as 40) the 
cost of this life-saving fluid, added | 
to the other costs of illness or in-| 
jury, is often prohibitive. Now, 
with the assurance of free blood, 
doctors can feel free to use it with- 
out fear that its benefits will be 
cancelled by the patient’s worry 
over how he will pay for it. | 

The Massachusetts plan operates 
in the following manner: 

The state Department of Public 
Health directs the blood program 
and supervises all medical and 
technical procedures related to it. | 
The blood is collected by the de-| 
partment’s doctors and nurses, 
traveling all over the state in two 
specially equipped mobile units. |

The local chapter has the re- 
sponsibility for acquainting the 
people with the program. They re- 
cruit blood donors in advance of 
the bloodmobile’s arrival and ac- 
cept the obligation of filling the 
appointment schedule. They pro- 
vide and prepare headquarters for 
the temporary blood donor center; 
arrange for volunteer clerical 


‘workers; for canteen services to 


provide blood donors with rest and 
refreshment; for a transportation 
corps and other facilities designed 
to ensure comfort for the donors 
and smooth operation for the 


| center. 


After the blood has been col- 


‘lected, it is shipped to the Depart- 


ment of Public Health’s laboratory 


iat Jamaica .Plain, where it is 


tested for safe medical use and 
classified by type. Most of the 


, blood collected is botted as whole 


blood and distributed to the hos- 
pitals which have been designated 
as official depositories. The re- 
mainder, together with out-dated 
blood returned by hospitals, is 
processed into plasma and frac- 
tions which are available free to 
any doctor: in the state. 

The present collections aim at 
1000 pints a week—not yet enough 
to meet the state’s need for blood. 
Until these figures are increased 
and the department has built up 
an adequate reserve, some private 
blood banks will continue to oper- 
ate in Massachusetts. In the hos- 
pitals in Boston -proper, blood 
needs are still being met entirely 
by private facilities, for there the 
enormous demand for blood and 
the large numbers of out-of-date 
hospital patients would put too 
heavy a strain on the new state 
program. However, blood donors 
from other parts of the state are 
entitled to free blood even if they 
are patients in Boston hospitals. 

Regardless of who gets it or 
where he gets it, all blood given to 


|this program is collected, pro- 


cessed and distributed without 
charge.

Postoffices Open 
All Day Saturday 


The Andover and Shawsheen 
postoffices will be open until 6:00 
p. m. on Saturday, December 13, 
and Saturday, December 20, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
by Stephen Boland, the local post- 
master. The postoffice department 
has issued a special appeal to the 
public requesting the immediate 
deposit of all Christmas “maits, 
Christmas ea’rds’ as well.’as par- 


cels. Failure to comply may mean 


that gifts and greetings may not 
oe delivered by Christmas. 

Postmaster Boland disclosed 
that it is doubtful now that all 
mail will be delivered on time, and 
there is a strong possibility that 
some parcels and cards will be 
held over for delivery after 
Christmas. 

Parcels for delivery outside of 
New England should be brought 
to the local postoffice at once, and 
it is strongly recommended that 
they be sent either by air mail, 
special handling ~ or special de- 
livery. It might not be a bad idea 
to place a special delivery stamp 
on your local parcels as well as 
the regular postage. 

Snow and ice are seriously af- 
fecting mail transportation. Frozen 
locks are slowing up mail collec- 
tions, trucks, trains and planes. 
Postal executives cannot afford to 
have any congestion since the huge 
volume of mail handled at this 
time of the year demands smooth 
operations. This warning given by 
the postoffice should not be taken 
too lightly by the public. Business- 
men who are aware of the vast 
load being carried by the post- 
office are doing everything pos- 
sible to advance all of their mail 
deposits. As usual, business mail 
and personal correspondence will 
take priority. 

It was also suggested by the 
Postmaster that patrons bring 
‘heir mail to the postoffice early in 
the morning and avoid the late 
afternoon business rush. It is fur- 
ther recommended that all cards 
be sent this year by first-class mail 
with three-cent postage affixed. 
This will assure delivery of thou- 
sands of cards which might other- 
wise go to the Dead Letter Office 
to be sold as waste paper, due to 
the fact that addressees have 
moved.

A column by Philip K. Allen, 
state senator from the 4th HEssex 
district, will soon appear in the 
Townsman with highlights of legis- 
lative sessions and pertinent local 
application.
